The Veazy Bill, like the “Inspection Laws” of severa! other 
states, was born of malicious religious bigotry and was aimed | 
principally at convents and other Catholic institutions. However, | 
the Veazy Bill provides for the inspection by public officials of all | 
Boarding Schools, asylums, and the like. Catholic institutions are | 
the only ones which have thus far been “inspected” under the | 
Veazy Act, and in each instance the warmest praise has been 
showered on the Sisters by the deputed officials. Scandalous con-| 
fitions are reported to exist in other institutions, but no “inspec-| 
tion” is instituted. Why not? Because the spirit of the Veazy 
Bill does not apply to them, even if the letter of the law does.
